1 . UK REP AT JAN. 7 BONN GROUP MEETING INFORMED OTHERS 
THAT UKUN HAD NOTED SOME MINOR ERRORS IN, E.G., DATES 
IN TEXT OF NOTE AGREED BY THE FOUR CAPITALS TO BE SENT 
TO UN REGARDING EXTENSION TO BERLIN OF CONVENTION ON 
FOREIGN ARBITRAL AWARDS. UKUN, IN PASSING THE 
CORRECTIONS BACK TO FCO AND UK EMBASSY BONN, ALSO 
PROVIDED A REVISED TEXT WHICH WAS THOUGHT TO BE IN MORE 
STANDARD (AND ELEGANT) LANGUAGE FOR NOTE TO UN. THE 
SUBSTANCE OF TEXT AS AGREED BY AUTHORITIES HAS NOT BREN 
CHANGED. 
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2. FOR CONVENIENCE OF ADDRESSEES, UKUN TEXT FOLLOWS. 

BEGIN TEXT: 

WE HAVE THE HONOUR TO REFER TO THE NOTE NO. 
C.N.37.1975.TREATIES-1 OF 26 MARCH 1975 FROM THE LEGAL 
COUNSEL CONCERNING THE ACCESSION OF THE GERMAN 
DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC TO THE CONVENTION ON THE RECOGNITION 
AND ENFORCEMENT OF FOREIGN ARBITRAL AWARDS, DONE AT NEW 
YORK ON 10 JUNE 1958, AND THE EUROPEAN CONVENTION ON 
INTERNATIONAL COMMERCIAL ARBITRATION, DONE AT GENEVA 
ON 21 APRIL 1961. WITH RESPECT TO THE DECLARATION 
BY THE MINISTRY OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS OF THE GERMAN 
DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC WHICH, AS REPORTED IN THAT NOTE, WAS 
MADE IN A NOTE ACCOMPANYING THE INSTRUMENTS OF 
ACCESSION AND WHICH RELATED TO THE APPLICATION OF THE 
CONVENTIONS TO THE WESTERN SECTORS OF BERLIN, THE 
GOVERNMENTS OF FRANCE, THE UNITED KINGDOM OF GREAT 
BRITAIN AND NORTHERN IRELAND AND THE UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA STATE THAT THEIR POSITION REMAINS AS SET OUT 
IN THE NOTES WHICH WERE SENT TO YOU, SIR, BY 
THEIR PERMANENT REPRESENTATIVES TO THE UNITED NATIONS 
ON 7 JULY 1975 AND THE RELEVANT PARTS OF WHICH WERE 
REPORTED IN THE NOTES FROM THE LEGAL COUNSEL NOS. 

C.N. 1 92. 1975.TREATIES-23 AND C.N.195.1975.TREATIES-2, 

BOTH DATED 13 AUGUST 1975. 

THE APPLICATION OF THE TWO CONVENTIONS TO THE 
WESTERN SECTORS OF BERLIN CONTINUES, THEREFORE, IN FULL 
FORCE AND EFFECT. 

WE HAVE THE HONOUR TO REQUEST THAT THE CONTENTS 
OF THIS NOTE BE CIRCULATED IN THE SAME MANNER AS THE 
NOTE FROM THE LEGAL COUNSEL OF 26 MARCH 1975 REFERRED 
TO ABOVE. 

WE AVAIL OURSELVES OF THIS OPPORTUNITY TO RENEW 
TO YOU, SIR, THE ASSURANCES OF OUR HIGHEST CONSIDERATION. 
END TEXT. 

3. UKUN TEXT ALSO DIFFERS FROM "AGREED TEXT” IN THAT 
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IT WOULD BE JOINT NOTE FROM US, UK, AND FRANCE, WHILE 
"AGREED TEXT" WOULD BE USED IN IDENTICAL SEPARATE NOTES. 

4. ALLIED REPS AGREED: 

- A) UKUN TEXT IS ACCEPTABLE; 

B) SINCE IN PAST ALLIES HAVE SENT BOTH JOINT AND 
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INDIVIDUAL NOTES ON BERLIN MATTERS IN UN CONTEXT, 

EITHER METHOD ACCEPTABLE AND MATTER SHOULD BE LEFT TO 
UN MISSIONS TO DECIDE BASED ON PRACTICE AND PREFERENCE 
THERE. 

5. ACTION REQUESTED: DEPARTMENT APPROVE POINTS 
IN PARA 4 AND SO INFORM USUN. HIT LENBR AND 
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
